President Orders Study 
of Power and Defense 


Faced with an impending shortage of 


electric power and with little or no meats 
of intercommunication between important 
power production plants, President Roose 

velt has designated Col. Louis Jolson, 
Assistant Secretary of War, and Mr. Basil 
Manly, vice-chairman of the Federal 
Power Commission, to make a comprehen 
sive survey of the adequacy of power for 
national defense purposes. 

The survey follows studies made in the 
oflice of Assistant Secretary Johnson re 
ported to reveal a situation with regard 
to power and industrial prepareduess 
which is growing steadily worse. In re 
cent years the consumption of power his 
been increasing, particularly the consump 
tion in the homes. The 
power, on the other hand, has not been 
keeping pace. New plants have not been 
built nor old plants expanded. Whereas 
in past years it was estimated that there 
was enough slack between the maximum 
available power and the actual power con 
sumption to take care of most of the war 
needs, it is held that the point is now 
being reached where, unless positive ac 
tion is taken, a few years hence will see 
barely enough power available to take 
care of current peace time consumption 
with no margin left for war needs, 

The War Department studies in in 
dustrial preparedness also are reported to 
show that there is a depiorable lack of 
facilities for distributing power output in 
case existing plants should be put out of 
operation. For example, it was pointed 
out that there exists no power communi 
cation between Philadelphia and Balti- 
more. Should the plants of either of these

Reenlistment Allowances 


Reluctantly, and with some show of dis 
appointment, Bureau of the Budget esti 
mates for the resumption of the payment 
of recnlistment allowances for the Army, 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
were sent to Congress this week by the 
President, 

Acting Director Bell, of the Bureau of 
the Budget, rehashed the Administration's 
arguments against resuming these legal 
payments to the lowest salaried class of 
vovernment employees but concluded by 
stating that as long as Congress insists 
on paying them it must appropriate &6, 
O65.000 for that purpose. The cost was 
divided as follows: Navy, $2,490,000; Ma 
rine Corps, $241,000; Coast Guard, $259, 
O00; and Army, $3,075,000, 

In his letter of transmittal, President 
Roosevelt referred to Mr. Bell's letter 
“with whose comments and observations,” 
he stated, “I concur,” 

The Acting Budget Director's comments 
were as follows: 

Following the policy first adopted by Con 
gress in the act approved March 3, 1933, sus 
pending payments of reenlistment allowances 
to enlisted men, effective for the fiseal year 
commencing July 1, 1933, and continued by 
law for each subsequent fiseal year to include 
1938, the Budget for the fiseal year 1989 (fol 
lowing the estimates for the Coast Guard, p 
618) contained a provision for the continua 
tion of such policy, as follows 

“No part of any appropriation contained in 
this or any other Act for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, | 1038] 19380. shall be available for the 
payment of enlistment allowance to enlisted 
men for reenlistment within a period of three 
months from date of discharge as to reenlist 
ments made during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, [1938] 1939, notwithstanding the ap 
plicable provisions of sections 9 and 10 of the 
Act entitled ‘An Act to readjust the pay and 
allowances of commissioned and enlisted per 
sonnel of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps,

Senate aang: Finishes 
Hearings on Selection 


Indications that the Senate Naval Com 
mittee will restrict rather than liberalize 
the Naval selection reform bill, were 
clearly evident this week as the Senate 
hearings were concluded, 

While disposition of the bill and the 
various amendments proposed will be 
considered by the committee in executive 
session next week, the attitude of the 
only three members who have attended 
the sessions regularly and have much 
interest in the matter—-Chairman Walsh, 
Senator Hale, Ro of Me. and Senator Gil- 
lette, 1D of Lowa—has been revealed by 
their statements and questions during the 
hearings. There is some opposition to 
hill as a whole—by Senator Hale—but it 
is expected that the committee will re 
port the bill with the following changes : 

— the amendments proposed by 
the Navy Department, including the em 
ployment of only a percentage of the 
fitted officers, authorizing the Department 
to give priority in duty assignments to 
best fitted officers over their fitted seniors 
in grade, abolition of the requirement that 
selection boards submit a confidential 
statement of their reasons for their ac- 
tions, authorizing the promotion = of 
junior lieutenants now on the promotion 
list at the time they would go up under 
present law, and a change in the AEDO 
and EDO selection standard. 

Provide for the discharge rather than 
the retirement of lieutenants not ad 
judged fitted for promotion, 

Mlimination of the section permitting 
ollicers to retire voluntarily after 15 
years’ service, 

The action of the committee on the 
latter two proposals may depend upon 
how strongly the Navy Department op 
poses them. Senator Walsh is rather 
firmly of the opinion that “failures” 
should be discharged rather than retired, 
at least up through the grade of lieu 
tenant. The House committee is strenu 
ously opposed to giving the Department 
authority to set a limit each year on the 
number of officers then adjudged fitted 
who can be employed on active duty, and 
its members may bring the Senate com 
mittee around to their way of thinking if 
they can convince them that there will be 
billets for all fitted officers for the next 
ten years or so. A proposal that “fitted” 
officers be retained in the lower grade is 
also being considered. 

A number of officers appeared before 
the committee to urge liberalization of 
the bill in one or more particulars, Among 
the proposals advanced were suggestions 
that the Construction Corps and Civil 
Engineer Corps be given the benefits of 
the bill, that officers already retired for 
non-selection be passed on, if they desire 
it, for promotion as fitted and returned 
to the active list, that passed over officers 
selected or adjudged fitted he either re 
stored to their former relative position 
on the lineal list or promoted ahead of 
their juniors who have been previously 
selected but not yet promoted, that mid

Coast Guard, Coast and Geodetic Survey, and 
Public Health Service,’ approved June 10, 1922 
(37 U. 8. C. 13 and 16).” 

The policy adopted by Congress for the 
fiscal years 1934-38, inclusive, and the recom- 
mendation in the Budget for the fiscal year 
1999 were based upon the belief that under 
conditions which have obtained since 1935 
sufficient enlistments and reenlistments of 
competent men can be obtained to supply the 
several services concerned with their quotas 
of enlisted strength without any inducement 
ofa cash gratuity for reenlistment. Moreover, 
under the laws relating to the Army, Navy, 
and Marine Corps, provision is made for en- 
listed men to pass to the Reserves at pre- 
‘ribed rates of pay for the purpose of build- 
ing up auxiliary forces of trained men sub- 
ject to call in the event of an emergency. 

In view, however, of the fact that the Con- 
gress has not adopted the recommendation 
in the Budget for 1939, and since, as a result 
thereof, sections 9 and 10 of the act of June 
W, 1922, providing for the payment of reen- 
listment allowances, will again become opera- 
tive on July 1, 1938, it becomes necessary to 
provide additional appropriations with which 
pda such allowances during the fiscal year 


The total requirements for this purpose for 
the Various services, as estimated above, will 
thount to $6,065,000.

Power and National Defense

key cities be put out of operation by bomb- 
bardment or sabotage there would be no 
means of hooking up to the other city’s 
output. A similar situation is known to 
exist in other important centers; there 
are no power lines between Newark and 
New York ; connections should be made in 
the Cleveland, Buffalo, and Rochester 
area; Detroit should be better connected 
with other sources, and so should Cin- 
cinnati. 

When this situation was laid before the 
President he immediately ordered the sur- 
vey. On Tuesday of this week he called 
Colonel Johnson and Mr. Manly to the 
White House where the scope of the 
study was again discussed. Following 
their departure the President told the 
press of his concern in the power-National 
Defense situation and of his plans for a 
survey. 

Both the War Department and the 
Federal Power Commission have done 
considerable work along their respective 
lines which will form ample basis for an 
early summation of the actual facts of 
the situation as a basis for determination 
of what procedure they will recommend 
to the President. It is likely that there 
will be a preliminary report shortly with 
complete recommendations in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s hands within six or eight months. 

What can be done to increase electric 
power production facilities in areas where 
it will be vitally needed to take care of 
any possible war load is a highly de 
batable question. Failing to secure suffi- 
cient backing of private capital, which has 
been frightened away from public utilities 
in recent years, there may be proposals 
for federal subsidies or out and out gov- 
ernment construction. These, however, 
are matters of national policy. What the 
War Department is interested in is the 
creation of sufficient power to meet any 
exigency. 

The matter of intercommunicating lines 
is one that will probably fall largely upon 
the government. In most cases there is 
little economic need for such lines, but as 
a national defense measure it probably 
will be contended that government con- 
struction and maintenance would be well 
justified. 

Since about 1920 the Corps of Engineers 
has made an annual confidential survey 
of power plant facilities, the results of 
which have been reported to the Assistant 
Secretary’s office for use in distributing 
the war load under the industrial pre- 
paredness program. In the past this re 
port has shown that between the peak 
periods during the day when normal peace 
time industry drew most heavily on power 
sources there was usually available suffi- 
cient power which could in an emergency 
be diverted to war needs. In recent years, 
however, two factors have worked to 
eliminate this slack. First, it is explained, 
plants have not expanded as fast as con- 
sumption, and second, the increasing use 
of power in the home has smoothed down 
the peaks of consumption to a point where 
the difference between the low point of 
consumption and high point is insuflicient 
to be of much value in operating any war 
industries. 

Aside from such showing of national 
defense needs as may be revealed when 
Colonel Johnson and Mr. Manly complete 
their survey, there will be intense public 
interest in the legislation which may be 
recommended, either by them or by the 
President, to bring about greater electric 
power plant facilities where deemed 
necessary. Will private capital supply a 
need which the government says exists 
and which has thus far not been filled 
through operation under present economic 
conditions? How far will the government 
attempt to go in creating such power 
facilities? Will this mean government 
ownership or sudsidies? 

Many believe that private utilities 
themselves will be willing to finance the 
construction of such intercommunicating 
lines. If they do not, how much influence 
will government ownership and mainten- 
ance of such power lines have upon pri- 
vate utilities? 

The subject is one with many ramifi- 
“ations both for national defense and for 
the economic life of the nation and is 
bound to occupy the center of the national 
spotlight during the ensuing months when 








the preliminary and final reports will be 
rendered. 

There is a possibility that in carrying 
out the conclusions reached as to power 
and communicating lines needed the Fed- 
eral Power Commission may be directed 
to invoke its broad emergency powers. 
These powers are embodied in paragraph 
(c) and (d) of section 202 of the power 
commission act which reads as follows: 

During the continuance of any war in which 
the United States is engaged, or whenever 
the Commission determines that an emergency 
exists by reason of a sudden increase in the 
demand for electric energy, or a shortage of 
electric energy or of facilities for the gen- 
eration or transmission of electric energy, or 
of fuel or water for generating facilities, or 
other causes, the Commission shall have 
authority, either upon its own motion or 
upon complaint, with or without notice, hear- 
ing, or report, to require by order such tem- 
porary connections of facilities and such gen- 
eration, delivery, interchange, or transmission 
of electric energy as in its judgment will best 
meet the emergency and serve the public in- 
terest. If the parties affected by such order 
fail to agree upon the terms of any arrange- 
ment between them in carrying out such 
order, the Commission, after hearing held 
either before or after such order takes effect, 
may prescribe by supplemental order such 
terms as it finds to be just and reasonable, 
including the compensation or reimburse- 
ment which should be paid to or by any such 
party. 

During the continuance of any emergency 
requiring immediate action, any person en- 
gaged in the transmission or sale of electric 
energy and not otherwise subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Commission may make 
such temporary connections with any public 
utility subject to the jurisdiction of the Com 
mission or may construct such temporary 
facilities for the transmission of electric 
energy in interstate commerce as may be 
necessary or appropriate to meet such 
emergency, and shall not become subject to 
the jurisdiction of the Commission by reason 
of such temporary connection or temporary 
construction: Provided, That such temporary 
connection shall be discontinued or such tem 
porary construction removed or otherwise dis 
posed of upon the termination of such emer 
gency: Provided further, That upon approval 
of the Commission permanent connections for 
emergency use only may be made hereunder. 





President Praises Crew 

resident Franklin D. Roosevelt re- 
turned to Washington this week visibly 
refreshed by his nine day sea voyage 
aboard the cruiser Philadelphia, The 
President’s cruise began on Saturday, 
April 20, and he disembarked at Charles- 
ton, 8S. C., on May 9. 

During his trip, the President spent a 
good deal of his time fishing, although 
his luck was not as good as it has been 
ou previous expeditions. The cruise was 
marked by stops at Samana Bay, on the 
northeastern tip of San Domingo, Som- 
brero Island, a small British possession 
about fifty miles east of the Virgin 
Islands, San Juan and Caicos Island, 
ninety miles north of Haiti. 

During the yoyage, the President ex- 
hibited keen interest in the technical op- 
erations pursued by the Philadelphia in 
making tests of different fuel oils and in 
the constant soundings for the correction 
of navigational charts of the rarely fre- 


quented waters over which the vessel 
passed, 
resident Roosevelt made an_ im- 


promptu speech to the officers and men of 
the ship, in which he expressed apprecia- 
tion for the courtesy and helpfulness of 
“all hands,” and congratulated the offi- 
cers and men for having an obviously 
“happy ship.” 

Ile made his talk over the publie ad- 
dress system, while the crew was con- 
gregated to witness after-dinner motion 
pictures. 

The Vresident said that the Philadel- 
phia was the first of the new cruisers 
authorized during his first administra- 
tion, the keel having been laid under the 
National Industrial Recovery Act. He 
said that he was delighted to see with 
his own eyes what a fine ship had re- 
sulted from this program, 

The President also expressed great sat- 
isfaction over the performance of the 
Philadelphia and said that his cruise had 
been a very happy one. Accompanying 
him were Capt. Walter B. Woodson, 
USN, naval aide; Col. Edwin M. Watson, 
FA, USA, military aide; Dr. Ross T. Me- 
Intire, naval physician, and Rudolph 
Forster, executive clerk at the White 
Tlouse, 





Army Housing 


The House, May 12, refused to earmark 
$85,000,000 of the four and a half billion 
dollar relief program for housing and 
technical construction at Army posts in 
the United States, 

An amendment offered by Representa- 
tive May, chairman of the House Military 
Committee, to set aside the funds for 
Army housing was voted down when the 
body supported the decision of its Ap- 
propriations Committee against earmark- 
ing any of the funds. Unless the Senate 
reverses this action the Army can only 
look to the $100,000,000 PWA appropria- 
tion for Federal projects, limited to con- 
struction already authorized by Congress, 
i any housing benefits under the relief 
vill, 

Appropriations have not been made for 
a considerable number of the items in the 
$25,000,000 Army housing act of last year 
and the War Department may seek funds 
from the Public Works Administration 
for these projects if the relief bill passes 
without anything set aside for the Army. 
It may also be possible to secure some 
funds for Air Corps posts from this 
source, under the Wilcox Act authoriza- 
tion. However, with all other Government 
departments seeking allotments from the 
$100,000,000 Federal projects fund, the 
Army will be fortunate if it secures $10,- 
000,000 as its share. 

In addition to the attempt to earmark 
relief money, additional funds for Army 
housing were sought in the regular legis- 
lative procedure this week. Senator Shep- 
pard and Representative May introduced 
bills to authorize $105,729,831 worth of 
Army housing at posts in the United 
States and foreign possessions. The proj- 
ects included in the identical bills were 
those in the $120,000,000 Army priority 
list published on page 755 of the April 
2trd issue of the Army AND Navy Jour- 
NAL, the other $15,000,000 worth of proj- 
ects being those authorized last year but 
not yet appropriated for. The bills in- 
clude Air Corps projects, heretofore 
considered as being authorized under the 
blanket provisions of the Wilcox Act, 

A hearing was held on the Sheppard 
bill by the Senate Military Committee 
Thursday and following receipt of. a 
favorable report from the Bureau of the 
Budget, the Committee reported the mea- 
sure with one slight change, providing 
that a $300,000 item for completion of 
runways aut Maxwell Field, Ala., shall be 
for quarters, gymnasium and enlisted 
men's recreation building instead, It was 
explained that WPA funds are expected to 
be made available for the runways. 

The $85,000,000 program contemplated 
in the unsuccessful May amendment to 
the relief bill, included all projects in the 
continental United States contained in the 
$120,000,000 priority list mention above, 
Representative May, accompanied by Col. 
Adna R. Chaffee, Chief of the Budget and 
Legislative Section of the War Depart- 
ment General Staff, Brig. Gen. A. Owen 
Seuman, Assistant Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, and Lt. Col. Paul W. Baade, GSC, 
appeared before the House Appropriations 
Committee during the hearings on the 
relief bill to urge that funds be set aside 
for Army housing. Colonel Chaffee told 
the group that the Army’s complete con- 
struction program totals $290,000,000— 
$117,000,000 of which is for the Air Corps,

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Regular Army Reserve 

A new set of Army Regulations, AR 
155-5, were announced yesterday putting 
into effect on July 1, 1938, the newly 
created Regular Army Reserve. 

Salient extracts from the regulations 
follow: 

Enlistments and reenlistments in the Regu- 
lar Army Reserve will be limited to unmar- 
ried men less than thirty-six years of age 
whose last discharge from the Regular Army 
was “honorable” after at least one year of 
continuous service therein, and who are other- 
wise qualified for reenlistment in the Regular 
Army. The required previous service in the 
Regular Army must have terminated not more 
than three years before initial enlistment in 
the Regular Army Reserve. Subsequent re- 
enlistment in the Regular Army Reserve will 
be made only within three months after hon- 
orable discharge therefrom, or after addi- 
tional service in the Regular Army termi- 
nated by honorable discharge. 

Enlistments and reenlistments in the Regu- 
lar Army Reserve will be made in the grade of 
private only and in the arm or service from 
which last discharged from the Regular 
Army. 

The applicant must agree to be immediately 
available for active duty and to report for 
active duty as ordered, upon the declaration 
of an emergency by the President. 

No person will be enlisted or reenlisted 
in the Regular Army Reserve who is a mem- 
ber of any naval or military organization of 
the United States or of any State; nor will 
a member of the Regular Army Reserve enlist 
in or accept appointment in any other such 
organization before obtaining his discharge 
from the Regular Army Reserve. 

An officer or employee of the United States 
or District of Columbia, if otherwise eligible, 
will not be enlisted or reenlisted in or per- 
mitted to continue in the Regular Army Re- 
serve without the written consent of the head 
of the executive department in which em- 
ployed. 

Members of the Regular Army Reserve 
when not on active duty will not, by reason 
solely of their enlistment, oaths, or status as 
members of the Regular Army Reserve, or 
any duties or functions performed or allow- 
ances received as members of the Regular 
Army Reserve, be held or deemed to be officers 
or employees of the United States, or persons 
holding any office of trust or profit or dis- 
charging any official function under or in 
connection with any department of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

The period of enlistment will be for four 
years. Reenlistments will be for a like period 
and under the conditions stated. 

Members of the Regular Army Reserve on 
inactive status will be paid their enlistment

allowance in installments for each four- 
month period counting from the date of en- 
listment or reenlistment, at the rate ‘of $24 
per annum, or $2 per month, Payment will 
be pro-rated for a fraction of four-month 
period, or month, when discharged or ordered 
to active duty before completion thereof. The 
payment of an enlistment allowance install- 
ment will become due and payable upon the 
submission of the individual voucher for pay- 
ment of allowances to Reservists (War De- 
partment Form No. 331), to the corps area 
commander, under the provisions of para- 
graph 20. Service in the Regular Army Re- 
serve not on active duty will confer no right 
to pay, longevity pay, retirement or retired 
pay, or any other emcluments upon members 
thereof except the enlistment allowance at the 
rate of $24 per annum, or $2 per month, and 
when qualified and accepted for active duty 
upon proper orders, an additional sum at the 
rate of $3 per month for each month they have 
been enlisted in the Regular Army Reserve 
but not to exceed $150. Members of the Regu- 
lar Army Reserve will become entitled to pen- 
sions only due to disability incurred while on 
active duty in the service of the United States. 
Active duty for such purposes will be deemed 
to begin on the date of acceptance for such 
duty following compliance with the order to 
report for active duty and will terminate 
when relieved or discharged from such duty. 





AA Regiment For San Francisco 
Secretary of War Woodring announced 
this week that a new antiaircraft regi- 
ment would be assigned to the Harbor 
Defences of San Francisco, effective June 
1, 1938. The order of the Secretary of 
War makes active the heretofore inactive 
65th Regiment of Coast Artillery and as- 
signs it to Ft. Winfield Scott, Calif. 

The regiment will consist of regimental 
headquarters and headquarters battery, 
one searchlight battery, one gun battery 
and one machine gun battery. The author- 
ized strength will be 17 officers and 472 
enlisted men. The officers will be trans- 
ferred from various organizations and 
most of the enlisted men will come from 
the 6th Coast Artillery, Ft. Winfield 
Scott, Calif., the 63d Coast Artillery, Ft. 
McArthur, Calif., and the 69th Coast Ar- 
tillery, Ft. Crockett, Tex. 

In assigning this new regiment to San 
Francisco, the Secretary of War is con- 
tinuing his policy of building up the de- 
fense against aircraft as rapidly as funds 
for equipment become available, The 
establishment of this regiment does not 
increase the total strength of the Regular 
Army, the personnel for this organiza- 
tion being withdrawn from other regi- 
ments. In accordance with recommenda- 
tions of the Secretary of War, funds for 
antiaircraft defense are being made 
available in increasing amounts. The 
Army Appropriation Act now pending in 
Congress carries a substantial sum for 
this purpose. 





Wins Littauer Fellowship 


Capt. Otto L. Nelson, Inf., USA, now 
stationed at Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., has 
been announced as a recipient of a Lucius 
N. Littauer Fellowship for study and re- 
search on basic governmental problems at 
Harvard’s new Graduate School of Pub- 
lic Administration during the academic 
year beginning next September, it was an- 
nounced this week at Cambridge, Mass. 
Captain Nelson was one of 15 men who 
were chosen from 200 applicants for the 
Fellowships. 

Captain Nelson was under orders to go 
to the United States Military Academy 
as assistant professor of Economics and 
Government, when the opportunity for 
this Fellowship developed. Captain Nel- 
son was author of the first edition of the 
Department's pamphlet, “The Status of 
Military Personnel as Voters.” 

The aim of the school in awarding these 
fellowships has been to bring to the uni- 
versity men who combine two qualifica- 
tions, a distinguished record of advanced 
graduate training and actual experience 
in the government service, Dean Williams 
said. The fellows will devote their time 
to the research seminars of the school 
and to collateral courses in the other 
graduate schools of the University. The 
student enrollment next year will be 
limited to the fellowship holders and a 
few others with similar qualifications. 


U. S. Soldiers’ Home 

The District Court at Washington, D. 
(., this week dismissed a suit brought by 
an inmate of the U. 8S. Soldiers’ Home to 
compel the Government to pay him full 
pensions while living at the home. 

Under a regulation of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration promulgated under the econ- 
omy act, veterans who are furnished hos- 
p'tal or domiciliary care by the govern- 
ment and who have no dependents, may 
receive but $15 a month of the pension 
they are entitled to. The petition for a 
writ of mandamus calling upon the Vet- 
erans Administration to pay the full pen- 
sion, brought by John Bobrowski, inmate 
or the Home, contended that as the Ilome 
was established with funds enacted from 
the Mexican Government by General 
Winfield Scott and that as it is main- 
tained by compulsory deductions from 
the pay of enlisted men of the Army, it is 
not a government institution. The Court 
in dismissing the suit did not pass on the 
merits of this contention, basing its ae- 
tion on the economy act provision deny- 
ing the court any review of veterans re- 
ductions. 

J. KE. Nieman, national adjutant and 
legislative representative of the Regu- 
lar Veterans Association, announced, fol- 
lowing the court ruling, that his organi- 
zation would immediately sponsor two 
Congressional Bills, one to provide that 
there would be no more forced contribu- 
tions from soldiers to maintain the U. 8S. 
Soldiers Home, and the other to provide 
that disabled Regulars residing at the 
Home would receive full pensions while 
residents thereof, until the forced contri- 
butions and interest thereon had been 
used up, after which the Soldiers Home 
would be sold and the proceeds divided 
between the mess funds of every U. 8S. 
Army unit. , 

“It is beyond comprehension,” said Mr. 
Nieman, “how any person or persons 
could possibly consider the United States 
Soldiers Home as a government institu- 
tion, when not one cent of taxes goes into 
it, other than as forced from the Soldier's 
pay, und as paid by the government as in-

pointed out that his association is see.

SECRETARY WOODRING made a speech last week on the world situation 
before the United States Chamber of Commerce. It was a temperate description of 
conditions as they exist, and, while carrying a hopeful note that peace would prevail, 
at the same time, the hazards of war were pointed to as justifying the preparations 
which Congress, at the instance of the President, is making. That what the Secretary 
said impressed the hard-headed business men who listened to him, is shown by the 
resolution the Chamber adopted before adjournment. That resolution supported our 
age long policy of international agreements for the peaceful settlement of disputes, 
and for limitation of armaments, and continued : 

“In armament limitation agreements, and in its defense policies in the absence 
of such agreements, the United States should be assured of naval, land and air 
defenses adequate to protect our shores and our territories and possessions, and to 
safeguard our foreign commerce to an extent equal to that employed by any other 
power.” 

There is nothing pussyfoot about that resolution, any more than there was any- 
thing pussyfoot about what Secretary Woodring said. Evidently, the Chamber of 
Commerce has the same. view of the foreign situation as has the Secretary, and with 
him—and in what he said he spoke for the Administration—it is insistent upon an 
Army and a Navy that effectively can perform the missions entrusted to them, and 
to this end shall be “equal to that employed by any other power.” Of course, what 
the Secretary said brought forth acrid comment in Italy and Germany—naturally 
so since he told the facts about military autocracies which at the instance of their 
dictators, goosestep upon adventures in aggression, and he compared their conduct 
with the peaceful hopes and aspirations of the democracies. The facts he recited were 
repeated by the speaker of the House, and subsequently the President reiterated his 
support of democracies, Therefore it is surprising that Representative McReynolds, 
chairman of the House Foreign Affairs Committee, should have criticised Mr. Wood- 
ring’s speech as “ill-timed and ill-advised, on the ground that we should do nothing 
or say nothing which would make the position of the Administration more difficult. 
Mr. McReynolds may feel that an official of the Government should remain silent in 
the face of the horrors that humanity is suffering. What he has said, however, will 
encourage totalitarian aggression, whereas the warning of the Secretary that de- 
mocracies can be pushed too far will tend to restrain them. It is unfortunate under 
the circumstances that Mr. McReynolds opened his mouth. 


WITH ALL THE PROGRESS made by Congress toward constructive national 
defense legislation this session, it has yet to enact the Educational Orders bill which, 
at inconsequential cost to the government, will prepare private industry to take the 
war load that would be its duty to carry should a national emergency arise. The de- 
mand for war materials in the early days of a conflict would be enormous. Govern- 
ment arsenals can produce but ten per cent of the ordnance required, Without the 
preparation afforded under the proposed educational orders program there would be 
a fearful gap between the start of a war and the time when private industry could 
begin production of military needs. Both the Senate and House Military commit- 
tees have reported favorably on the measure. If industrial preparedness is to be 
effective the legislators must enact this bill.

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Coast Guard Headquarters said this 
week that several appeals have been filed 
by officers either selected out of the line 
of promotion or selected for retirement 
under the new personnel law. The per- 
gnnel board met for the first time on 
April 15, and submitted its report on 
April 20. Rear Adm. Russell R. 
Waesche, in accordance with the law, 
notified the affected officers of the board’s 
findings and advised them of their rights 
under the law. 


As a consequence, the board is now 
enducting hearings into the cases of 
several officers who have asked for hear- 
ings in an effort to persuade the board 
to reverse its origina! findings. 


The hearings must be concluded by 
May 21, at which time the board’s report 
will be submitted to the commandant, the 
Secretary of the Navy and to President 
Roosevelt for final action. 


Coast Guard Headquarters said that 
an Officer shall have the same right of 
hearing as is provided in the manual of 
Coast Guard Courts and Boards, where 
applicable. The manual provides that, 
“An officer shall have the right to be 
present, to have counsel, to challenge 
members, to cross-examine witnesses, to 
all witnesses, to make a statement and 
argument. He may testify in his own be- 
half or may be called as a witness. Should 
he fail to appear before the board when 
ordered, he waives the right to a hear- 
ing, except for some reason acceptable 
to the board, and cannot properly take 
exception to a finding in his absence.” 


Academy Admission Examinations 


Coast Guard Headquarters anticipates 
that nearly 600 accepted candidates will 
take the examination for admission to 
the Coast Guard Academy to be held on 
June 8 at various points throughout the 
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country. Only about one out of twelve 
will be admitted. 


Lt. Olsen Awarded DFC 
Lt. C. B. Olsen was awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross by the Secretary 
of the Treasury, Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
in ceremonies at the Treasury Depart- 
ment on May 13. Lt. Olsen is the first 
Coast Guard oflicer so honored. 


Northland to Bering Sea 

The Coast Guard Cutter Northland, 
commanded by Comdr. F. A. Zeusler, is 
scheduled to sail from Seattle on May 
20 for Bering Sea oceanographic survey 
as has been the custom in recent years. 
The Northland will return about Sept. 20, 
1938. 


Warrant Officers Returned 

The President of the United States, in 
an executive order, has directed that all 
Coast Guard warrant officers assigned to 
temporary duty with the Army be re- 
turned to the Coast Guard before July 1, 
1940. There are at present 131 Coast 
Guard warrant officers on duty with the 
Army, and 24 of these are to be returned 
to the Coast Guard by June 30 this year, 
while the rest are scheduled to be re- 
turned at the rate of three a month until 
July 1, 1940. 


Sword to Academy Graduate 

The National Executive Committee of 
the American Legion has in their last 
meeting adopted a resolution to make an 
annual award of a sword to one of the 
outstanding cadets of each graduating 
class at the Coast Guard Academy. The 
sword will be first awarded on June 2, 
1938, to one of the outstanding members 
of this years’ class. The award is similar 
to ones now in effect at West Point and 
Annapolis.

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. SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 











Foreign Affairs—There are so many inconsistencies and reversals in foreign 
policies that it is difficult to predict what tomorrow will bring forth. But it is gen- 
erally agreed that as a result of the activity of Great Britain and France in securing 
at Geneva recognition of the Italian conquest of Ethiopia by member states of the 
League of Nations, a precedent will be established in favor of aggression that will 
justify general European recognition of Manchuquo, and, unless China expels the 
Japanese invaders, of the governments the latter have established in Peiping and are 
setting up in Shanghai and Nanking. So far as the United States is concerned, in 
spite of what Europe may do, there is no intention to accept the changed status of 
either Ethiopia or any part of Chinese territory. There is a practical reason for this 
attitude, that is the anti-aggression and anti-dictatorship sentiment which prevails 
among all circles throughout the country, and, in the case of Ethiopia, the intense 
feeling against Italy among Negro voters and among the Americans of Italian 
naturalization, or descent, who are anti-fascist. The objection of the United States 
to Austrian absorption by Germany is fully appreciated in Berlin, which has other 
grounds of complaint at the American attitude, not the least of which is the way in 
which our government has parallelled British action both in Europe and Asia es- 
pecially since Hitler came into power. The latest steps we have taken which Germany 
regards as offensive are the abrupt protest we have made against her confiscation 
of the property of American Jews, and the refusal by the President to overrule 
Secretary Ickes in order that helium gas might be delivered for the service of the 
zeppelins. Further in connection with our relations with Germany and Italy, there 
has flared up again discussion of the view expressed by the President last month 
that the United States regarded the conclusion of the Anglo-Italian agreement with 
sympathetic interest because it furnished proof “of the value of peaceful negotia- 
tions,” an observation that was a direct slap at the conduct of the Totalitarian powers. 
Rumors were current that the President’s expression had been prepared by Under 
Secretary of State Welles without the knowledge of Secretary Hull. This was 
subsequently denied by Mr. Welles. Secretary Hull, in refuting rumors that he con- 
templated resigning took occasion to say he had been fully consulted before the 
Prekidbnt spoke, ‘The rumors about Mr. Hull’s plans may have been inspired by the 
agitators for the removal of the embargo on munitions exports to Spain. A conference 
between the President and the State Department upon his return to Washington from 
the cruise he took on the cruiser Philadelphia, resulted in a decision that to lift the 
embargo at this late date might be construed as an assumption of position by the 
United States. The Madrid Government strongly objects to the embargo. That 
Government before the League of Nations meeting sharply attacked the non-interven- 
tion policy of the European Governments’ and the Anglo-Italian accord as legalizing 
the presence and operations of Italian troops among the Franco rebels. The London 
government pointed out that under the accord Italian troops would be withdrawn, 
but as the Spanish representative observed this would occur after the termination 
of and not duing the Civil War. It is an interesting fact that New Zealand, a British 
Dominion, objected to the recognition of Italian conquest of Ethiopia, and supported 
the complaint of the Madrid Government agent. The abortive Fascist revolution in 
Brazil has caused some apprehension that further strife will occur, although the 
Vargas regime is vigorously pursuing the Green Shirts. In the Far Kast, Japan has 
occupied Amoy. Occupation of any Chinese seaport is a comparatively easy matter 
under the guns of the Japanese Navy. ;While the seizure of Amoy may be an inde- 
pendent maneouvre on the part of the Navy, and to counteract at home the stalemate 
of the Army in Shantung, it is not forgotten that in the twenty-one demands made 
upon China in 1915, the Tokyo Government claimed a “special position” in the provy- 
ince of Fukien. 


Far Eastern Situation—The Japanese Navy succeeded this past week in securing 
Amoy, 140 miles west of Formosa, on the Chinese coast. This city is 300 miles east 
of Canton, and more than 450 miles south of Hanchow, the most southern part of the 
Shanghai-Nanking area occupied by the Japanese Army. The objective of this landing 
and the reasons for it are so far not indicated. 

Very little activity on the part of the Japanese Army, however, has been dis- 
played during the week, Extending north from Shanghai-Nanking area are three 
columns which have changed little in their positions, now about as follows: The 
eastern is beside Tasing Lake, 90 miles south of the Lunghai Railroad, the center 
at Kaoyu along the Grand Canal, 115 miles south of the Lunghai and the western 
column on the Tsinpu Railroad near Kuchen, about 80 miles south of the railroad. 

In the Shantung province, no further advance has been made by the Japanese in 
their drive on the Lunghai from the north. The columns there, however, are only 
about thirty miles away. 


Educational Orders Bill—Although the conference report on the naval expansion 
bill dropped the educational orders amendment adopted by the Senate, backers of the 
measure designed to strengthen the industrial preparedness of the nation, expect to 
get the legislation through as a separate bill before adjournment. 

The measure, authorizing the War Department to place educational orders to the 
extent of $10,000,000 with private manufacturing plants to familiarize them with 
the production of munitions, has been reported by the Senate and House Military 
Committees and is awaiting action on the calendars of both houses. It is “strongly 
recommended” by the War Department as a pressing need in its industrial prepared- 
ness program. 


Ordnance Association to Hold 19th Annual Meeting—The President of The 
Army Ordnance Association, Brig. Gen. Benedict Crowell, Inact.-Res., announces that 
its nineteenth annual meeting will be held on May 25, 1938, at Rock Island Arsenal, 
Iilinois. The Army Ordnance Association is a nation-wide society of engineers and ex- 
ecutives of American industry who are interested in technical and engineering devel- 
opments as a phase of the national defense of the United States. “Ordnance Day,” the 
annual meeting of the Association, usually is held at Aberdeen Proving Ground, Mary- 
land, but this year the members will journey to Rock Island to participate in the com- 
memorative exercises in honor of the arsenal’s long service to the Army. The date of 
the meeting eoincides with the 75th Anniversary of the founding of historic Rock Island 
Afsenal. Occupying an entire island in the Mississippi River between the cities of Rock 





Island and Moline, Illinois, and Davenport, Iowa, the arsenal originally was the site of 
an Indian stockade known as “Fort Armstrong,” and was utilized during the Ciyj 
War as a prison for 12,000 confederate soldiers. The possibilities of the island ag gq 
manufacturing arsenal were recognized at this time and construction of the first 
storehouse was begun during the latter part of that war. 

From a modest beginning in 1863, when Col. C, P. Kingsbury began construction 
of a storehouse on the island, the manufacturing facilities at the arsenal were jp. 
creased to ten shop buildings by the time of the Spanish-American War. Its principal 
products during this period consisted of horse-drawn gun carriages, limbers and cais. 
sons for field batteries and siege guns, and cavalry, infantry and horse equipment, 
During the critical days of the World War, it was at Rock Island Arsenal that the 
Allies’ designs for field artillery were adapted to American mass-production methods, 
Here also the activities of civilian industrial manufacturing plants making artillery 
were coordinated. Its shops also produced huge quantities of saddles and other horse 
equipment ; canteens, mess kits, and other supplies used by the soldier in the field, 
The armory at the arsenal worked day and night in the manufacture of caliber .30 
rifles with which to equip the American Expeditionary Force. At the peak of this war. 
time production there were 13,263 employees engaged in munitions manufacture, but 
construction completed since that time has increased the capacity of the arsenal. 


Early in this century there had been installed at the arsenal an armory capable 
of producing 225 finished rifles per day. Yet even with this added capacity, the pro- 
duction facilities were found to be entirely inadequate to cope with the enormous re- 
quirements of the World War, and approximately 1,500,000 square feet of floor space 
were added, These buildings, which are still utilized, included one of the largest ma- 
chine shops in the world at that time, in addition to a number of large storehouses. 

Although seventy-five years old, the arsenal is the largest and one of the most 
important manufacturing establishments of the United States Army for the produe- 
tion of munitions. The introduction of combat vehicles into modern warfare found the 
arsenal so well suited for their production that it is now the only Government mann- 
facturing plant at which such vehicles are produced. These include various types of 
tanks, combat cars, and modern, highly mobile gun carriages. In the present military 
program, Rock Island Arsenal has an important part, particularly in producing equip- 
ment for the mechanization and modernization of the Army. It is operated under the 
jurisdiction of the Ordnance Department of the Army, of which Maj. Gen. William H. 
Tschappat is Chief. The present Commanding Officer of the arsenal is Col. Norman 
I’, Ramsey. 


Army Medical Library and Museum—At a recent conference between the President, 
the Secretary of War, and The Surgeon General of the Army, the President approved 
the project of constructing a new building in Washington to house the valuable con- 
tents of the Army Medical Library and the Army Medical Museum. A bill is now be- 
fore Congress, known as Senate 3919 and H. R. 10455, introduced by Senator Sheppard 
and Representative May, Chairmen respectively of the Senate and House Military Af- 
fairs Committees, authorizing the Secretary of War to construct this building in the 
District of Columbia. 

The present building at Seventh Street and Independence Avenue in Washington 
was constructed in 1887. Since that time both the Library and Museum have been 
greatly developed. The building is now quite inadequate and antiquated. 

The Surgeon General’s Library now known as the Army Medical Library was 
established by The Surgeon General of the Army in 1836 and has been administered 
by the Medical Department for over a hundred years. In that time it has developed 
into the largest medical library in the world containing about 500,000 books and count- 
ing the pamphlets, theses, ete., its collection numbers over a million volumes, The 
Library contains the earliest medical books published, Of the 600 existing medical 
incunabula, or books published before 1500, it possesses 400. It is the central deposi- 
tory of medical literature in the United States, which is available to every doctor, 
dentist, veterinarian, and other scientists and students throughout the country. The 
Library now receives 2,000 medical journals and indexes every worthwhile article 
in every issue of every journal in almost every language. The Index Catalogue or 
“key” to the Library makes available all medical literature since the very beginning. 

By acts of Congress of 1892 and 1901 the Library and Museum have been made 
available to all scientific bodies and students. Their collections are considered among 
the most priceless possessions of medicine. By a system of inter-library loan this 
medical literature is made available to doctors throughout the country. Last year 
about 14,000 books were loaned out on this plan. In the preparation of medical litera- 
ture the Library is constantly used by authors and publishers. 

The Army Medical Museum was established in 1863, its first collections being 
specimens from the battlefields of the Civil War, At the present time it has the 
largest collection of pathological specimens in the United States. It also has speci- 
mens of scientific instruments, equipment, and hospital appliances relating to the his- 
tory and development of medicine during the past seventy-five years. 

Since the World War the Museum has been establishing “registries” of pathology, 
being collections of pathological specimens relating to the various specialties of medi- 
cines. These are sponsored by scientific medical societies such as the American So 
ciety of Pathologists and Bacteriologists, the American Academy of Ophthalmology, 
and the American Dental Association. . 

There is a strong feeling throughout the medical and other scientific professions 
that a building commensurate with the importance of these two institutions should 
be constructed, and it is hoped Congress will pass the authorization bill at this session. 

Senator Sheppard, chairman of the Senate Military committee, made an inter 
esting address in the Senate May 11 describing the Library and its value to the na- 
tion. In the course of his address he said: 

“The Army Medical Library and its companion the Army Medical Museum have 
been instrumental in the development of medical and the associated sciences, the one 
for one hundred years and the other for seventy-five. The Library is recognized a8 
the central depository of medical literature and the largest medical library in the 
world. It is medicine’s most priceless possession. It is at the service of every physt- 
cian, dentist, and veterinarian in America and is extensively used in medical research 
and education and by associated professions. The Army Medical Museum not only 
pictures and illustrates many of the important developments of medicine since the 
early days but contains the largest collection of pathological specimens in the United 
States. It too is at the service of medicine. 

“Already overcrowded, a building commensurate with the importance of these 
two institutions and their service to human welfare is an urgent public need.”

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Navy Marine Corps Selection 
(Continued from First Page) 
submitted to this effect by Senator Shep- 
pard, D of Tex.) and that officers failing 
on their promotion examination should be 

retired rather than discharged. 

The long standing difference of opinion 
among the Navy Staff Corps over pro- 
motion laws was aired during the hear- 
ings when after Rear Adm. William G. 
DuBose, Chief Constructor, had asked 
that the Construction Corps and Civil 
Engineer Corps be included in the bill, 
Rear Adm. P. 8. Rossiter appeared in 
opposition to Admiral DuBose’s plan. He 
declared that as the retention and pro- 
motion of a number of “mediocre” doctors 
might interfere with the training of the 
best fitted officers, he advocated putting 
off action for the Staff Corps until the 
matter could be given further study, and 
that the benefits of the fitted promotion 
should not be given to any corps unless 
all were given it. The only indication 
given as to the committee's attitude on the 
issue, was a rather significant statement 
by Chairman Walsh later that it was im- 
portant that provision be made to assure 
that the Construction Corps not lose any 
of its personnel in view of the contem- 
plated enlarged naval building program. 


Representative Hobbs Appears 

Representative Sam Hobbs, D. of Ala., 
was the first witness before the commit- 
tee on Monday. He urged that the com- 
mittee approve the provisions of the bill 
dealing with officers assigned to Aero- 
nautical Engineering Duty Only and En- 
gineering Duty Only in its present form 
and that it vote down the amendment 
proposed by Rear Adm, Adolphus An- 
drews, Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, last week, to insert the words “com- 
parative” in the sections dealing with 
such officers so that selection boards 
would be directed to judge them as to 
their “comparative fitness” for pre- 
scribed duties instead of merely their 
fitness for such duties, 

Taking issue with Admiral Andrews, 
Mr. Hobbs declared that there would be 
no difficulty in securing “appropriate 
duties” for ANDO and EDO officers in 
the upper ranks, in that they would do 
the same duties after being promoted 
that they had performed before. 

Representative Hobbs then proposed 
that the bill be further amended to elimi- 
nate the word “comparative” from line 
10 of page 9, and stated that Chairman 
Vinson of the House Naval Committee 
had admitted to him after the bill had 
passed the House that this should be 
taken out if the word is left out of the 
other two sections. 

The Alabama Congressman then 
urged that the Senate retain the provi- 
sion requiring selection boards to submit 
a confidential statement of their reasons 
for selecting or passing over officers. Ad- 
miral Andrews has advocated that this 
be eliminated, 

“This is a very vital part of the bill,” 
Mr. Hobbs stated, “At present we have a 
typically ‘star-chamber proceeding,’ 
which is absolutely un-American. An 
officer can walk up and spit in the face of 
the Commander-in-Chief, without any 
reason. He will get a fair trial and have 
the right of appeal. All of the principles 
of the Anglo-Saxon magna charta are his. 
But under this selection system he can 
do good work but be kicked out while offi- 
cers who are not as good as he is are pro- 
moted. Members of selection boards will 
tell you so, I am not criticizing the se- 
lection boards. They are doing the best 
they can. This happens because we in 
Congress have a wishbone where our 
backbone should be and provide for the 
Navy taking in more officers at the bot- 
tom than can be handled at the top. 

Reason for Non-selection 

“As an irreducible minimum, the ofli- 
cers are entitled to know why they were 
not selected, I advised, before the House 
committee, that a board of appeals be 
provided. I think that is a matter of 
a However, at least we should allow 

iis.” 

“What good would it accomplish,” 
asked Senator Gillette, D. of Iowa, pre- 
siding in the absence of Senator Walsh? 

“I grant it would have little effect on 
the men concerned,” said Congressman 
Ifobbs, “but psychologically its effect on 
the selection boards will be important. 





They cannot justify some of their promo- 
tions and if they have to give reasons 
they will not be able to do so, Some offi- 
cers are passed over that the board can- 
not justify passing over. If they have to 
write it out, they won’t do it. I’m not 
impuning dishonesty to the boards. I 
would like to have some check on my 
work myself. Without a court of appeals, 
it will do the men little or no good, but I 
think it will have a good effect.” 

Senator Gillette then asked Admiral 
Andrews if he had anything to say in 
reply. 

“Congressman Hobbs speaks of these 
officers as specialists who should have 
special treatment,” Admiral Andrews 
said, “I am a specialist as a Line officer, 
just as much as they are specialists. They 
concentrate on design and Line officers 
on their duties. There is no more reason 
why all AEDO and EDO officers should 
go up if they are fitted than Line officers 
should and only the best fitted of them 
are selected.” 

Care of Selection Boards 

Turning then to the provision as to se- 
lection board statements, Admiral An- 
drews declared that the selection boards, 
“composed of the best men they have” 
weighed carefully the attributes of each 
oflicer as revealed on his fitness reports 
und other matter in his record. 

“It may be the opinion of some that 
officers who were not selected should have 
been selected,” he continued, “but that is 
merely opinion. I don’t see how a board 
could give a concise, accurate statement 
as to why one officer was selected over 
another. If you have two officers whose 
records are parallel, are nearly even ex- 
cept for small things that decides the 
matter for several of the members, I 
don’t see how the board can make a 
statement as to why one was chosen over 
another, except that one got six votes 
and the other did not. The provision 
would do no good and would be an end- 
less amount of trouble.” 

Referring to Representative Hobbs’ 
advocacy of a board of appeal, Admiral 
Andrews told the committee that every 
officer now has the right to come to his 
office and inspect his own record. He 
can call attention to anything on his rec- 
ord, he continued, and can write a letter 
which is filed with his record, explaining 
anything on it. Admiral Andrews also re- 
ferred to the right of an officer to write 
to the selection board, and the require- 
ment that any adverse statement on a fit- 
ness report be referred to the officer con- 
cerned. 

Refer Adverse Reports 

“Suppose an officer reports that an offi- 
cer under his command does his work 
efficiently but is slow,” he continued, 
“That is a minor thing, saying he is slow, 
but it would be referred to him.” 

Representative Hobbs then declared 
that Admiral Andrews had not answered 
his point that there would be no jobs for 
officers selected for the higher ranks in 
AEDO and EDO and therefore presumed 
that he admitted it. He ridiculed Ad- 
miral Andrews’ statement inferring that 
there might be 46 AEDO flag officers 
stating that there would never be more 
than one or two under his provision. Re- 
ferring to a statement of Admiral An- 
drews that the EDO officers do not want 
any change in the law, he declared: 

“Admiral Andrews honestly believes 
that they do not object to it. I think that 
he sincerely thinks that. He sent out a 
request for officers to give their views 
on selection and got back about one hun- 
dred letters telling him that every thing 
was fine. He has been a fine chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation and will make a 
fine commander out in the Fleet. I have 
great admiration for him, but he has 
achieved all of the fruits of the system. 
Everything is ‘sweet geraniums’ with 
him as far as the system is concerned. 
And the officers who wrote to him told 
him that it was. The other ones talk to us 
and tell us differently.” 

Admiral DuBose Testifies 

Rear Adm. William G. DuBose, Chief 
Constructor, appeared and presented the 
committee with an amendment to include 
the Construction Corps and Civil Engi- 
neer Corps in the bill. His proposal was 
similar to that submitted to the House 
Naval Committee in that it applied three 
features of the bill to the two corps—the 
fitted promotion provision, the 15 year 





voluntary retirement section and the pro- 
viso that officers recommended for ad- 
vancement who fail physieally may retire 
with the rank and pay of the upper grade. 
The fitted promotion feature, which ap- 
plies only to lieutenant commanders and 
commanders, differs from the earlier 
recommendation in that the Line limits 
of service, 28 and 30 years, are used, with 
a limitation that not more than two fitted 
CC captains, one fitted CEC captain, three 
fitted CC commanders and one fitted CEC 
commander, may be retired in any one 
year, 

The Chief Constructor told the com- 
mittee that the Staff Corps has not been 
included in the bill in the House because 
Admiral Andrews had testified that to pro- 
vide for them would be a “complex, in- 
volved matter, endangering the bill or ren- 
dering it difficult of construction.” He 
stated that he did not agree with this 
statement. Explaining his amendment and 
the situation regarding passed over lieu- 
tenant commanders in the Construction 
Corps, Admiral DuBose declared that he 
did not think there was equality of promo- 
tion for the Staff Corps at present and that 
the bill would definitely give the Line ad- 
vantages. He declared that he did not like 
principles of equalization bill and ex- 
pected to oppose it in the future. Refer- 
ring to the argument that similar legis- 
lation to the present bill for the Staff 
can immediately follow, Admiral DuBose 
said: 

Sees Long Delay in Staff Legislation 

“I doubt if there can be any general 
staff legislation put through at the next 
session of Congress. I believe it is several 
years in the future. There is no reason 
why this simple provision can not be put 
into the bill now and general staff legis- 
lation considered later. It would not 
interfere with it.” 

Later, Admiral DuBose stated that the 
delay he looks for in general Staff legis- 
lation would result from Construction 
Corps and Civil Engineer Corps opposi- 
tion to the equalization bill principles. 
Asked by committee members why two of 
the Staff Corps should be singled out for 
inclusion in the bill, Admiral DuBose 
said that the other corps did not want to 
come in, but that by merely substituting 
the term “Staff Corps” where Construc- 
tion Corps and Civil Engineer Corps ap- 
pears in his proposed amendment and 
making one other simple change, the bill 
can be applied to the other corps. 

Rear Adm. P. 8S. Rossiter, Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Navy, was called next and 
asked the committee to not inelude the 
Construction Corps and Civil Engineer 
Corps in the bill. He denied that the 
Medical Corps “was not interested in the 
fitted promotion provision” as stated by 
Admiral DuBose, but stated that as best 
fitted officers might be denied important 
assignments by the retention of fitted ofti- 
cers “of mediocre ability” he desired that 
the matter be given further study. 
Medical Corps “More Vitally Interested” 

Declaring that he was “absolutely in 
accord” with the equalization principles, 
the Surgeon General declared that 
equality with the Line “very much” ob- 
tained today except for the limitations on 
the number of Staff rear admirals. Under 
present law, he testified, there will be the 
following involuntary retirements in the 
Medical Corps in the next few years: 
1988—11; 1989—12; 1940—12; 1941—5;: 
1942 and thereafter—12 per year. Be- 
cause the Medical and Dental Corps, 
which he heads, have 52 percent of the 
officers of the Staff Corps, Admiral Rossi- 
ter declared that they were “far more 
vitally interested” than the smaller Con- 
struction Corps and urged that the same 
legislation be provided for all staff corps, 
paralleling as nearly as possible the sys- 
tem in effect for the Line. 

Admiral Rossiter’s statement follows: 

The hearings on the proposed personnel 
legislation have been closely followed by the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery both before 
the House of Representatives Committee on 
Naval Affairs and this Committee. When, by 
amendments adopted by the Committee of the 
House of Representatives, all provisions ap- 
plicable to staff corps of the Navy, in sections 
14 and 16, were deleted, the Bureau decided 
not to seek a hearing in the matter. This, in 
spite of the fact that, during consideration of 
the bill by the House of Representatives Com- 
mittee, it was amended to include the Marine 
Corps in the many advantages provided to 
officers of the Line of the Navy and that the 





bill, to a large extent, will in its Operation, 
unless and until a bill conferring similar bene. 
fits to the staff corps be enacted, largely apy. 
nul the Equalization Act of 1926. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair stated, in his testimony before the 
House Naval Affairs Committee that the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery and the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts “did not 
want the fitted idea.” This is not correct go 
far as the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery jg 
concerned, 

The attitude of the Bureau of Medicine ang 
Surgery regarding provisions awarding pro. 
motion to “fitted” officers in that their effect, 
permitting as they do, the promotion of ap- 
proximately 100% of all Lieutenants who be- 
come eligible for selection to the rank of 
Lieutenant Commander, and all Lieutenant 
Commanders, except those advanced to that 
rank as “fitted,” to Commander, may result ip 
a list so top-heavy with officers who are go 
old for their ranks that difficulty in assigning 
them to sea may arise. Also, the hospitals 
and dispensaries of the Navy are busy places 
requiring professional alertness. They should 
not be encumbered with officers who have 
demonstrated only mediocre ability as Naya) 
Medical Officers, hence even the matter of 
shore billets for those “fitted” officers may 
present a problem. Furthermore, there mugt 
be billets available in our hospitals for active 
and efficient officers coming ashore to develop 
their professional capabilities. However, the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery is not op- 
posed to, in fact advocates, the principle of 
advancement of “fitted” officers, but is con- 
vinced that the matter demands careful study 
as to its ultimate effect. The Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation stated before this Com- 
mittee, “I am seriously concerned at the num- 
ber of additional officers of the commander 
and lieutenant commander grades for whom 
we shall be obliged to find employment if all 
officers adjudged fitted by the selection boards 
are to be continued on active duty. I believe 
that with the high type of officers we have 
today, and that I hope we shall continue to 
have, from 85 to 90% of those not selected as 
best fitted will be adjudged fitted.” An 
amendment was proposed by that officer to 
remedy the condition described. All of these 
matters vitally concern officers of the staff 
corps since their promotion is directly affected 
by the promotion of their running mates of 
the Line. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair and Captain Whitman appearing for 
the Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
before the House Naval Affairs Committee, 
stated that the inclusion of certain amend- 
ments, sponsored by those Bureaus, in the 
proposed bill would not entirely remedy the 
unsatisfactory personnel situations in their 
respective corps and that they purposed ask- 
ing further remedial legislation at a later 
date. 

The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, rely- 
ing on the promises of the Chairman of the 
House of Representatives Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee and of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, that they would proceed promptly 
to the preparation of a personnel bill for the 
staff corps upon enactment of the Line bill, 
prefers to defer action in accordance with the 
expressed wish of that Committee and of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, and until 
some reasonably reliable forecast may be 
made of the effect of such e@ bill as H. BR. 
9997 upon the efficiency of the Medical De 
partment of the Navy. While this proposed 
bill was not forwarded to the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery for study and comment, 
through official channels, it is trusted that the 
carefully considered opinion of this Bureau 
will receive due consideration. The Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery represents the senior 
and lagest staff corps of the Navy as well a8 
the third largest of those corps; numerically 
the Medical and Dental Corps comprise about 
52% of the total strength of all staff corps. 

In reaching this decision to do nothing to 
delay the enactment of H. R. 9997, the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery is not unaware of 
criticism which will probably arise due to 
its failure to secure to officers of the Medical 
and Dental Corps the great advantages a 
cruing to those of the Line and Marine Corps. 
The percentage loss of Lieutenant Command- 
ers in the Medical Corps for 1938 will be 
slightly higher than that of the Line, and 
there are now 98 officers of that rank who 
have been passed over one or more times, 
most of whom have little prospect of being 
picked up by future selection boards but will 
await only the completion of 21 years’ service 
before going on the retired list. 

Aside from the saving to the Service of a 
number of these officers other notable bene 
fits held in abeyance are: the right to be re- 
tired in the next higher grade if on a pre 
motion list and found physically disqualified; 
the right to retire after 15 years’ service; the 
provision of an outlet for Captains, other tha 
retirement at 64 years of age, somewhat com- 
parable to increases in the rank of Rear Ad- 
miral in the Line and General Officers in the 
Marine Corps provided in H. R. 9097, oF Per

at war with Germany and Austria Hungary. 
These combatant vessels of the first line were 
either patrolling the Atlantic Coast or en- 
gaged in war maneuvers and I can well re- 
member were not only ready to prepare for 
any combatant action which might have 
arisen, but did actually go into action for 
what was believed enemy submarine attacks. 
Those first line Cruisers, with Midshipmen on 
board saw duty convoying merchant vessels 
into the “War Zone.” We as Midshipmen acted 
as Junior Officers with special duty in train- 
ing “Gun Crews” for the merchant vessels. 
So it may be seen that we as Midshipmen did 
serve actively at sea on first line combatant 
war vessels—in fact such was recognized by 
the Navy Department for we were all awarded 
the Victory Medal. 

Yet for even these periods of service we are 
by statute 34 U. 8. Code 230, denied to count 
for service no* only for pay but even for re- 
tirement purposes. 

7 * 

By the most critical operation of this 
Bill, referring to the provision following 
subsection 8 (b) line 11— should the Secre- 
tary of the Navv not convene a_ selection 
board for promotion to the grades of lieu- 
tenant commander and lieutenant until af- 
ter one year from the date of approval of 
this Act—by the very clause line 15—‘“exclu- 
sive of those previously considered” all the 
“passed over” lieutenants and lieutenants of 
junior grade would be eliminated from con- 
sideration for future promotion. I realize such 
action is not contemplated but if this Bill 
becomes law, it could so operate. 

Lieutenant Isquith proposed that the 
bill be amended to prevent such a hap- 
pening as above. Citing from the House 
hearings, he quoted Chairman Vinson as 
favoring a selection board for the junior 
grades composed of captains and com- 
manders and suggested that the bill be 
amended to effect this. He also proposed 
that offiecrs who have 15 years’ service 
and who fail on their promotion examina- 
tions, be retired rather than be dis- 
charged. 

Commander Webster Testifies 

Comdr. W. W. Webster, USN, appeared 
next and addressed the committee. His 
statement follows, in part: 

I appear as spokesman for the group of 46 
ofiicers assigned to Aeronautical Engineering 
Duty Only. 

In hearings before the House Committee an 
effort was made on behalf of this group of 
A. BE. D. O. officers to seek a clearer expres- 
sion than that in existing laws of the basis on 
which they should be judged for selection 
purposes, and to make plain that qualifica- 
tions for their regular seronautical engineer- 
ing work shall be the paramount factor in 
determining fitness for promotion, Several 
different forms of phraseology and arrange- 
ment of paragraphs were considered with the 
final result that the bill now carries a separ- 
ate paragraph—Section 9(c)—which endeavors 
to cover the situation, 

To the majority of this A, BE. D. 0. group 
the language of this paragraph appears to 
be no clearer and no more satisfactory than 
the language of Section 9(d) which relates to 
Engineering Duty Only Officers, As the mat- 
ter has developed, and since is largely capable 
of remedy by administrative action, a ma- 
jority of this A. EK. D. O. group now recom- 
mend that Section 9(c) be deleted and A. E. 
DD. O. officers be included in Section 9(d) on 
the same basis as will apply to E. D. O, offi- 
cers by inserting in this Section, line 12, after 
“engineering duty only” the words “or sero- 
nautical engineering duty only.” 

To do this will be more consistent with the 
law of 1935 esthblishing the A. EK, D. O. group, 
and is understood to be agreeable to the Chief 
of Bureau of Navigation, 

Admiral Andrews declared that the dif- 
ficulty arose because the House Commit- 
tee rewrote the section dealing with 
AEDO officers to meet Commander Web- 
ster’s wishes and now apparently his 
group have changed their minds. Com- 
mander Webster said that in some re- 
spects the provision is better and some 
respects worse than before, and that be- 
cause it was getting so involved, they had 
agreed to drop it for the time being. Sen- 
ator Gillette then asked him to explain 
what it was they had wanted, and Com- 
mander Webster, after looking at Ad- 
miral Andrews and being told to go 
ahead, answered that his group did not 
want the general percentage selection ap- 
plied to them. Statistics show, he stated, 
that 90 per cent of the top 10 per cent of 
each class is selected, while selection 
generally runs only 60 to 70 per cent. In- 
asmuch as the AEDO usually come from 
the top men of each class, he continued, 
they feel that the general percentage 
should not apply to them. 

Lieutenant Commander Manning 

Lt. Comdr. George C. Manning, CC, 

USN, urged that the committee amend 





the bill as proposed by Rear Adm. Wil- 
liam G DuBose, Chief Constructor, to 
make its benefits applicable to the Con- 
struction Corps, declaring that such ac- 
tion was necessary in order that the corps 
not lose personnel with large naval con- 
struction program in view. He declared 
that the Staff Equalization Act discrimi- 
nated against his corps and the enact- 
ment of the bill in its present form would 
uccentuate this discrimination, and have 
serious consequences on the morale of its 
officers. Declaring that “the reason the 
British naval building program has 
bogged down is the lack of naval con- 
structors,” and that the United States 
has fewer constructors than Great 
Britain, he recommended that passed 
over Construction Corps officers be re- 
tained as fitted before the Corps loses 
their services by involuntary retirement. 
Proportionately, he declared the Corps 
will be in relatively worse shape than the 
Line next year, with 31 passed over offi- 
cers, Which number would correspond to 
900 in the Line. 

Concluding, he referred to the testi- 
mony of Admiral Rossiter and said that 
it might be summed up as follows: ac- 
ceptance of the amendment proposed by 
Admiral DuBose by the other staff corps 
will give some benefits to the Medical 
Corps and Dental Corps, but what these 
will be has not been thoroughly worked 
out; he, Admiral Rossiter, will be criti- 
cized if he fails to get the benefits of the 
new bill for his corps, but will be more 
criticized if the Construction Corps and 
Civil Engineer Corps receive its benefits 
and the Medical Corps and Dental Corps 
do not; therefore the bill should not be 
applied to the Staff Corps at this time. 
Referring to Admiral Rossiter’s state- 
ment that the retention of officers “of 
only medicore ability” under the fitted 
clause will prevent “active and efficient” 
officers from obtaining billets, Lieuten- 
ant Commander Manning said that if the 
Medical Corps has such unfitted officers 
they could be retired as not fitted under 
the terms of the bill. 


Hear Lieutenant Slatterv 

Lt. William J. Slattery, USN, com- 
manding a patrol squadron of the Fleet 
which is now engaged in aviation instruc- 
tion at the Naval Academy, urged that 
passed over officers who may be advanced 
as fitted under the bill be promoted ahead 
of their Juniors now on the promotion list 
and that officers who fail on their profes- 
sional examination be retired rather than 
discharged. 

He told the committee that when the 
1934 selection act was passed he had not 
worried that he might fail of selection as 
he had assumed it was merely to elimi- 
nate “dead-wood.” When 85 per cent of 
his group, including himself had failed 
of selection, he stated, he had looked in- 
to the matter and found that the ex- 
pressed purpose of the 1934 Act was the 
elimination of the “hump” rather than 
the application of selection to cull out 
such “dead-wood.” 

“The 1934 Act was used to take up all 
of the slack in the promotion list,” he de- 
clared. “All of the mistakes of prior laws 
were corrected and it was taken out of 
one group, the World War ‘hump.’” 

Challenges Admiral Andrews’ Remarks 

Lieutenant Slattery then declared that 
he wished to take exception to a remark 
made by Admiral Andrews in his testi- 
mony last week, in which in answer to a 
question by Senator Hale as to whether 
the passed over additional number offi- 
ficers “were any good to the Navy” Ad- 
miral Andrews had stated that they were 
“very little good,” adding that they were 
not contented. 

“T do not agree that we are of ‘very lit- 
tle use,’” he declared, “Since I have been 
passed over, I have graduated from the 
Navy War College with a fitness report 
as superior. Five officers have marked 
me as superior in all categories and as 
outstanding among my contemporaries, 
I have had several commendatory letters. 
I cite this personal note only to refute the 


statement. The same thing is true of 
other officers.” 
Senators Walsh and Hale said that 


they had taken Admiral Andrews’ re- 
mark as emphasizing the fact that such 
officers were not contented, and the 
former declared that he considered Lieu- 





tenant Slattery a highly capable officer. 


Statement Retracted 

“T have revised my remarks,” Admiral 
Andrews broke in, “I had reference to the 
discontent, I have a very high regard for 
Lieutenant Slattery.” 

Lieutenant Slattery then proceeded to 
discuss the question of selection with re- 
gard to how the size of classes or groups 
affects the percentage of promotion. 
There was some discussion as to the abil- 
ity of selection boards to judge the rela- 
tive abilities of officers in the large 
middle group after the “geniuses” and 
the “failures” had been set aside, and 
Chairman Walsh said that members of 
selection boards had told him that “it was 
very difficut” to chose between officers. 
This is where “the inequities of existing 
law” occur, he added. Lieutenant Slat- 
tery said that while selection boards did 
their best, it was little better than “pull- 
ing them out of a hat.” 

Asked if he approved of the bill in the 
main, Lieutenant Slattery said that he 
realized the committees and the Navy 
Department have endeavored in it to 
remedy the worst evils of the system, but 
that the bill was a compromise and would 
not settle the problem. 

“I do not feel that it is an enduring 
law,” he declared, “It does not tackle the 
basic system. We will have demands for 
a change in the next few years.” 

Asked if naval aviators had failed as 
well as other officers in selection, the 
Lieutenant stated that statistics showed 
that the percentage of selection for pilots 
was higher than the general average. He 
then proposed that the committee amend 
the bill to restore officers promoted as 
fitted to their former relative position on 
the lineal list, or if the committee feels 
that this is too much, that passed over 
officers be promoted ahead of their 
juniors who have been previously se- 
lected. 

Retention of Fitted Officers 

In recommending that the committee 
provide for the retirement rather than 
discharge of officers failing on their pro- 
motion examinations, Lieutenant Slattery 
said that he had never thought that the 
Navy would pass over 85 per cent of his 
group, that while he did not believe that 
hardly anyone would be failed by the ex- 
amining board, he would like to see the 
provision changed, Asked for his view on 
the change proposed by the Navy Depart- 
ment to retain only a percentage of the 
fitted officers, Lieutenant Slattery said it 
would “take the heart out of the bill.” 

“The House members say that this pro- 
vision is necessary to prevent discrimina- 
tion,” said Chairman Walsh. “I appreci- 
ate that personal and political pressure 
would be brought to bear. The first im- 
pression of the committee was that they 
were retaining too many officers. Most 
of us are disposed to increase the number 
of officers retained on active duty. I feel 
strongly that we are losing a good many 
capable officers, but to go to the extreme 
here troubles me a little.” 

Chairman Carl Vinson, chairman of the 
Hlouse committee, and its ranking minor- 
ity member, Representative Maas, were 
asked to come before the committee Wed- 
nesday to discuss some of the points of 
the bill which members have questioned. 
Representative Maas was called as the 
meeting opened and Chairman Walsh in 
welcoming him declared that several 
members of his committee have gotten 
the idea that the bill is designed to pro- 
tect non-selected officers rather than to 
promote the efficiency of the Navy. Most 
of this doubt, he stated, has to do with 
the retention of all fitted officers. There 
are other matters in the bill, “glaring de- 
fects” in the present system, he said, 
which the committee recognizes must be 
corrected, In this connection he declared 
that the probationary period should be 
extended and that trained officers of the 
Construction Corps must be retained in 
view of the Navy’s building program. 

Employment of Officers 

Senator Walsh told Congressman Maas 
that he personally approved of the House 
committee's desire to take discretionary 
authority out of the Navy Department as 
to the employment of fitted officers, but 
would like to have his view as to having 
the selection boards determine what offi-

cers would be employed, as proposed by 
the Navy Department. “Of course,” he 
continued, “we can’t retain officers for 
whom there are no places.” There is no 
problem, here, the Chairman stated, as to 
captains and commanders, they being 
eligible for reasonably high retired pay 
and the only hardship being the loss of 
their career. Neither is there any prob- 
lem as to junior lieutenants, he said, as 
they are young enough to establish them- 
selves elsewhere. The problem lies in 
what to do with lieutenants and lieuten- 
ant commanders, he concluded. 

Representative Maas then spoke in 
favor of the bill and declared that the 
measure was not hastily drawn but that 
he personally had put much study on it, 
and had talked to more than 600 naval 
officers in the matter. Chairman Walsh 
asked him if the agitation for change 
came from non-selected officers and when 
Mr. Maas said that it came from ali 
groups, the Senator declared that this 
statement confirmed his own observa- 
tions. Congressman Maas said that the 
primary agitation came from fear that 
the retired list would be endangered, and 
stressing his point that retired pay is de- 
ferred active pay rather than a gratuity, 
declared that the retirement system had 
been twisted in making it a repository of 
the fruits of the selection system. 

Senator Walsh asked him if he favored 
discharging lieutenants not found fitted 
for promotion with a year’s pay rather 
than retiring them. Representative Maas 
said that he personally favored this, but 
believed that all fitted officers should be 
utilized, rather than retiring a percent- 
age of them as proposed by the Navy De- 
partment. Chairman Walsh said that 
they should only be retained if there was 
a place for them, and Mr. Maas insisted 
that there would be plenty of billets for 
them while the Navy was expanding. He 
declared that the bill will work well until 
1950 and that it is not possible to write 
permanent legislation. The Minnesota 
Congressman then denied that there 
would be dissatisfaction in the Navy by 
dividing officers into best fitted and fitted 
classes, declaring that the latter have the 
opportunity to get into the best fitted 
category. Then after Senator Walsh again 
spoke of his desire that “failures” should 





not go on the retired list, Mr. Maas pro- 
posed that if it appears that nothing will 
be done this session with the bill, that a 
joint resolution be passed suspending the 
operation of the selection system for a 
year. 

Plenty of Billets 

Senator Gillette then raised the ques- 
tion as to whether the morale of fitted 
officers would not be lowered if they had 
to perform duties of the next lower grade. 
Representative Maas declared that the 
duties of lieutenants and lieutenant com- 
manders were often quite similar. He said 
that there would be plenty of billets for 
officers of these ranks advanced as fitted. 
Senator Walsh broke in to say that this 
was true of these ranks but not of the 
higher ranks. Mr, Maas pointed out that 
under the bill, higher ranking fitted offi- 
cers would not be retained very long. 

Senator Gillette asked Mr. Maas as to 
whether or not the division of officers into 
three groups—best fitted, fitted, and not 
fitted—rather than the present classifica- 
tion as best fitted and not best fitted, 
would not place a stigma on those found 
not fitted. The Iowa Senator declared 
that there was stigma at present in being 
found not best fitted. 

“There is just as much stigma at pres- 
ent in being not selected as under the old 
plucking system,” disagreed Mr. Maas. 

The two argued the point a bit more, 
Senator Gillette declaring that such offi- 
cers should at least have a hearing of 
their case, and should have retired pay as 
they had earned it. Senator Walsh and 
Mr. Maas declared that in the lower 
ranks officers not fitted should be dis- 
charged rather than retired. The latter 
declared that in the case of lieutenants 
discharged as unfit they should receive 
two years’ pay rather than one. 

Senator Walsh then read into the 
record some figures of the pay of officers 
of various grades, in an apparent effort to 
show that officers retired receive ade- 
quate pay. He gave, however, the full 
active pay and allowances in each. In 
reciting the figures, he said: 

“Let us say we can’t get this bill 
through—I’m not saying we won’t—how- 
ever, the naval authorities, although not 
necessarily the Commander-in-Chief, de- 
sire certain limitations, these men will 
not be so badly off.” 

Representative Maas, as Senator Walsh 
gave the figures and compared them with 
other professions, declared that naval of- 
ficers had to move about more than the 
usual civilian and that they had social 
positions to maintain, “which Congress 
would not want them to disregard.” 


Corfer With House 

Chairman Walsh then suggested as 
Representative Maas concluded, that a 
group from the House and Senate com- 
mittees get together and discuss some of 
the disputed points prior to the Senate 
committee acting on it. This was before 
Representative Vinson, who had been ex- 
pected earlier, appeared. After the meet- 
ing, Chairman Walsh said that as the 
committee had heard from the House 
committee chairman as well as from the 
ranking minority member such a confer- 
ence as he had mentioned might not be 
necessary. 

Lieutenant Commander Quynn, who 
had submitted his statement for Chair- 
man Walsh’s study the day before, was 
called next. Chairman Walsh said he 
would put the statement in the record, 
with the deletion of a few names men- 
tioned therein, and Mr. Quynn was ex- 
cused, 

Japt. S. M. Kraus, USN, took the stand 
next and it was stated that he had not 
asked to be heard but had been called by 
the committee. He stated that he was as- 
signed to Aeronautical Engineering Duty 
Only and that he disagreed with some 
other officers in his group. He declared 
that the AEDO and EDO officers should 
be considered for selection along with the 
Line, because if treated as a special 
group, a “quota system” would be ap- 
plied to them, while if considered with 
other Line officers, the superiority of such 
specially selected officers would assure a 
larger percentage of selection. 

Commander O'Leary 

Comdr. Charles R. O'Leary, (SC), 
USN-Ret., then appeared and submitted 
a statement on behalf of Col. A. R. Marix, 





USMC-Ret., President of the Retired Of- 
ficers’ Association. It stated, in part: 

Sec. 8: provides that the entire record of an 
officer since his graduation from the Naval 
Academy be submitted to the Selection Board. 
(a) We believe that where an officer has once 
heen selected up by such a board it is suffi 
client evidence that his past record warranted 
such selection, (b) That when such officer is 
again due for selection to another higher 
grade only so much of his record as estab 
lished since his first selection should be avail- 
able to the Board for otherwise the second 
selection board might nullify, or discard, the 
judgment of the previous selection Board. In 
any event no more of his record than that 
made in his current grade and in the grade 
immediately preceding it should be submitted 
to the board. H. R. 9315 “Vinson Bill” as 
amended included the above provision, but 
H. R, 9997 fails to do so. 

See. 12: subsection (e) This would further 
increase the retired list with able-bodied effi- 
client officers in the prime of life just at a 
time when they are of real value to the 
Navy and government, Assuming an officer 
who graduates at the age of 21 from the 
Naval Academy is able to retire with 15 years 
of commissioned service he could do so at the 
age of 36 and if he lives his normal expec- 
taney of life—not less than 36 years longer— 
he would be drawing retired pay for that 
length of time, Take for example a lieuten- 
ant, he would draw 37144% of $3,000.00 for 36 
years or $40,500.00 retired pay, and a lieuten- 
ant commander with 15 years commissioned 
service would draw $50,625.00 retired pay. 
Would it not be a great saving to the govern- 
ment in such a case to grant him an honor- 
able discharge with 3 years pay? For a lieu- 
tenant this would amount to $9,000.00 and 
for a lieutenant commander $11,250.00. A great 
saving of cost of the retired list. 

To avoid the continual piling up of the Re- 
tired list, we strongly advocate legislation 
which would create for the Navy and Marine 


Corps—A PERMANENT WAITING ORDERS 
LIST. 
Representative Vinson told the com- 


mittee that he had hesitated a long time 
about doing something to the Navy pro- 
motion system, being inclined to let it 
run along as it was, but that he was now 
thoroughly convinced of the need for the 
changes provided in the bill. He urged 
the Senate committee to approve the 
measure as near as possible in the form it 
is in. The present system, he stated, be- 
cause of the lack of vancancies in the 
upper ranks, “has operated almost cruelly 
in some instances,” 

Senator Walsh asked Mr. Vinson to 
comment on “a suggestion that has been 
made” to retain fitted officers in the lower 
grade rather than promoting them. The 
latter said it would be far better in the 
interests of morale to promote them. He 
then argued that there was no reason to 
take officers in at the bottom and throw 
them out part way to the top, that if 
there were not places for them above, the 
solution was to cut down the input. De- 
claring that “the axe should fall heaviest 
in the lower grades,’ Mr. Vinson stated 
that the size of Naval Academy classes 
has not beencontrolled inthe past but that 
the bill provides for this. He said that 
this provision should remove the com- 
mittee’s apprehension that there will be 
too many fitted officers. 

“There is something wrong with a sys- 
tem that throws out fitted officers,” he 
argued, “This bill provides the best sys- 
tem I have ever seen, it is better than the 
1916 law and better than that in the 
Army. It assures a career to capable ofli- 
cers and builds up morale. The present 
uncertainty has a bad effect on morale.” 

Senator Hale contended that the uncer- 
tainty “kept officers up to the mark,” and 
Mr. Vinson said that the elimination went 
beyond this. The House committee chair- 
man said he “absolutely opposed” giving 
the Navy Department discretion in the 
employment of fitted officers, arguing that 
it would open the matter up to political 
pressure. After Senator Walsh pointed 
out that the Navy Department proposal 
on this point was to let the selection 
board rather than the Department name 
those fitted officers to be retained, he de- 
clared that the retention of all fitted offi- 
cers was the “heart of the bill” but that if 
the Senate committee wished to insert the 
Department's proposed amendment, to do 
so and the matter could be worked out in 
conference, 

Questioned as to his opinion of the pro- 
posal of permitting the Naval Academy 
academic board to deny commissions to 
graduates deemed lacking in aptitude for 
the service and ‘of permitting best fitted 





officers to be given priority in duty assign. 
ments to their fitted seniors in grade, My 
Vinson said that they would “probably be 
all right.” Then after a plea from My 
Vinson that the bill be acted on speedily 
to save the 100 officers due for retirement 
June 30, the hearings were adjourned, 
Lieutenant Logan’s Statement 

Lt. D. N. Logan, USN, on duty in the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy Depart. 
ment, was to have been called before the 
committee but submitted a statement ip. 
stead of testifying in person. His state. 
ment, in part, follows: 

H. R. 9997 is in my opinion and in the 
opinion of all officers I have talked to on the 
subject far superior to the present law, evey 
though it retains the philosophy of selection 
in a less pernicious form. If H. R. 9907 is ep. 
acted into law it is an admission that the old 
system was wrong, and that a majority of the 
700 officers now on the active list who have 
been passed over under the provisions of the 
present law have been wronged. The pro- 
posed law, H. R, 9997, is, in the opinion of 
these passed over officers of whom I am one, 
a good law for those officers coming up for 
selection in the future, but it does not remedy 
the inequalities placed upon those officers 
passed over for selection under the present 
law. What these officers ask in fairness is 
that the new law have provisions for making 
it retroactive in character to apply to all of- 
ficers on the active list; in other words to 
apply the new law in effect to their first ge- 
lection board, and thereby restore them to 
the lineal position on the Navy list held by 
them prior to the enactment of the present 
law. © © © 

The argument may be made that reinstat- 
ing officers on the active list in their former 
lineal position or in a lineal position with 
but immediately after their former contem- 
poraries and classmates would be a negation 
of the action of past selection boards. That 
may well be true, but those selection boards 
were operating under conditions now recog- 
nized as undesirable. Their actions might 
well be nullified. 

To the argument that passed over officers 
have had each year the privilege of competi- 
tion with successive groups of officers near- 
ing the top of the lieutenants grade, that is a 
beautiful theory but has not worked out in 
practice except in isolated cases. And may I 
emphasize that these passed over officers 
did not have the privilege of being considered 
fitted for promotion at the same time that 
their contemporaries were selected as “best 
fitted” for promotion. No officer passed over 
twice or more times by selection boards has 
but the faintest hope of being selected as 
“best fitted” under the proposed law, but 
they do hope and believe that in fairness all 
competent and capable officers should be se- 
lected as “fitted,” regardless of each in- 
dividual’s age and the number of times he 
has been passed over as “best fitted.” May I 
point out here that there is nothing in the 
bill that will prevent the Navy Department 
from setting up standards of “fitted” con- 
trary to the accepted meaning of the word, 
and in that manner limit the selection board's 
choice of officers “fitted” for promotion to 
the next higher grade. In the case of world 
war officers the official reason given for the 
non-selection of the high percentage of 85% 
of them as compared with the non-selection 
of only 50% of Naval Academy graduates 
was that the world war officers were too old 
for the next grade. May I hope that this 
same reason will not be given for the non- 
selection of them as “fitted”?

The cause of National Defense has lost 
4 valiant champion as a result of the 
death of Rear Adm. William Woodward 
Phelps on May 11 at his home, 129 East 
69h Street, New York. From the time he 
entered the Naval Academy when he was 
16, until his retirement in 1933, Admiral 
Phelps devoted himself with a single 
track mind to his profession. He saw ser- 
vice during the Spanish War on the gun- 
boat Bancroft, and during the World War 
he was in command of the Great Northern 
and the Leviathan, which convoyed more 
than a hundred thousand troops to France 
and back home following the armistice. 
After his retirement, he continued his 
active interest in the Navy, promoting 
effectively its development, and particu- 
larly urging the construction of a power- 
ful merchant marine. A student through- 
out his life, he was an expert not only in 
his profession but in foreign affairs, and 
~ judgments were accepted as sound 
ecause based upon knowledge, and 
reached through the application of com- 
mon sense. Not only the Navy but the 
‘ountry generally has reason to grieve his 
passing.

Admiral Phelps was born in Baltimore, 
Md., Nov. 26, 1869 and was appointed to 
the Naval Academy May 19, 1885. After 
graduation in 1889 he was ordered to sea. 
During the Spanish-American War he 
served on board the USS Bancroft. In 
September of 1898 he was ordered to duty 
in the Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 
partment. 

After completing a course of instruc- 
tion at the Naval Torpedo Station in 1900, 
he was ordered to the USS Alabama, and 
remained on board her until he was as- 
signed to command the USS Louisiana in 
1916. In 1917 he was ordered to the 
Hydrographic Office in the Navy Depart- 
ment, but was detached the same year to 
fit out and command the trans-Atlantic 
liner Great Northern, as a troop transport. 

Following his successful command of 
this ship, Admiral Phelps was assigned 
command of the USS Leviathan in 
September, 1918. For his services with 
these transports, he was awarded a 
special letter of commendation from the 
War Department and a Navy Cross with 
the following citation: 

“For distinguished service in the line of 
his profession as Commanding Officer of the 
USS Great Northern, and later, the USS Levia- 
than, engaged in the important, exacting and 
hazardous duty of transporting and escorting 
troops and supplies to Kuropean ports 
through waters infested with enemy sub- 
marines and mines,” 

Following the Armistice, Admiral 
Phelps was ordered to the Naval War Col- 
lege. In June, 1920, he was ordered to 
command the USS Arizona. One year 
later he returned to the Naval War Col- 
lege as a member of the staff, and in 
September of 1921 received orders as 
Chief of Staff of the Naval War College. 
From this important post he was ordered 
to the Asiatic Station and in July of 1922 
took command of the Yangtze Patrol, 
serving in this capacity until December, 
1923. On his return to the United States 
he was assigned duty as a member of the 
General Board. In May, 1926, he was as- 
signed as Commander of the Fleet Base 
Force, and in October of 1928 bheeame 
Commandant of the Navy Yard, Ports- 
mouth, New Hampshire. In March, 1931, 
he became Commandant of the Third Na- 
val District with additional duty as 
Commandant of the Navy Yard, New 
York. Rear Admiral Phelps retired at 
his own request on July 1, 1983. 

In addition to the Navy Cross, he was 
awarded the Victory Medal with a Trans- 
port Clasp for World War service, a Span- 
ish Campaign Medal and a Cuban Pacifi- 
cation Medal. 
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Capt. Rupert L. Purdon, USA-Ret, died 
aul Walter Reed General Hospital, Wash- 
ington, 1D. C., May 10, 1938, 

Captain Purdon was born in Chicago, 
Feb, 12, 1895. He enlisted in the Army 
Feb, 19, 1915, and served as a private, 
then corporal, to March 25, 1917. He was 
commissioned a 2nd lieutenant of Infan- 
try March 19, 1917; was promoted to the 
rank of captain, Oct. 12, 1917, and re- 
tired Feb, 17, 1920, for disability result- 
ing from wounds received in action. 

Overseas Captain Purdon saw action 
in the Aisne-Marne Offensive and in the 
Aisne-Marne Defensive. On Aug. 9, 1918, 
while serving with the 47th Infantry dur- 
ing the Aisne-Marne Offensive, he was 
twice wounded. For these wounds, Cap- 
tain Purdon later was awarded the Pur- 
ple Heart and Oak Leaf Cluster decora- 
tions. 

Following his retirement, he was called 
back for an additional detail of duty on 
Nov. 7, 1920, and served to Dee. 31, 1923. 

Captain Purdon is survived by a daugh- 
ter, Lucyanne Purdon, of 2817 Connec- 
ticut Ave., Washington, D. C.

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Financial Digest 


The Washington Administration is dis- 
appointed that the spending-lending pro- 
gram, just adopted by the House and on 
its way to the Senate, did not immediately 
start business on an upward curve. Since 
the President’s message was sent to Con- 
gress on April 14th, the price of wheat 
has dropped, partly due to the bumper 
crop in prospect, and those of other crops 
have fallen but to a lesser extent; steel 
production which was at 91% twelve 
months ago, is now at 31%, basic com- 
modities are off 36.4% in twelve months, 
automobile output is 62.2% under 1937; 
department store sales are down 2.3% in 
four weeks; 70 leading stocks have ad- 
vanced 7.6% in a month, but are lower 
by 41% than a year ago; and business in- 
dices of volume of business have de- 
clined. Discouraging as is this picture, 
the officials hope that when the disburse- 
ments actually occur, the stimulation will 
affect business, and recovery will begin. 
As a result of the Florida primaries, the 
House Appropriation at the last moment 
eliminated practically all the “earmark- 
ing” provisions from the relief bill, by 
placing the veto power in the hands of 
the President. However, the Senate is 
expected to restore such provisions. The 
committee in its report on the bill esti- 
mated that the money granted will pro- 
vide employment for 4,135,000, as against 
an estimated unemployment by the AFL 
of more than 11,000,000, Republicans are 
strongly attacking federal expenditures 
as an aid to stablized recovery. They 
are pointing out that the Administration 
has spent 40 billions in this experimenta- 
tion, and that the pending program 
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threatens to plunge the nation into a 
cataclysmic inflation. As many of the Re- 
publicans will vote for the relief bill, this 
criticism loses effect, but of more im- 
portance is the view expressed by the 
Bank of International Settlements, 
which, speaking of the results of the 
planning system in the United States, 
said: “Nowhere has the reaction been so 
violent.” It was the effort of the Adminis- 
tration to apply the brakes last spring 
that brought about the present situation, 
and the further comment is offered that 
under government stimulation, business 
had not gathered sufficient momentum of 
its own to carry on after the stimulant 
was removed. Secretary Morgenthau 
anticipates a deficit in June of next year 
beyond the 3.5 billions estimated by the 
Acting Director of the Budget. As an ad- 
ditional argument for the passage of the 
wage-hour bill, the Administration is in- 
sisting that the measure, if enacted, will 
aid unemployment. The Administration 
is confident the bill will be passed by the 
House, but there are prospects of a fili- 
buster by Southern Senators. The general 
tax act is now at the White House wait- 
ing the President’s approval. The time 
for the adjournment of Congress is still 
in doubt because of the wage-hour con- 
troversy, but Speaker Bankhead is pre- 
dicting it will occur on June 1. However, 
much depends upon the President, and 
he has not yet indicated what date will 
be satisfactory to him. Executives of 14

Merchant Marine 

The Senate this week passed an amend- 
ment to the Merchant Marine Act of 1936, 
which will provide for the training of 
unlicensed merchant marine personnel by 
the Maritime Commission, with the 
United States Coast Guard acting as the 
administrative agency of the commission 
in carrying out the program. 

The passage by the Senate of the 
measure now necessitates that the bill be 
sent to conference between the House 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries Commit- 
tee and the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce in an attempt to adjust the dif- 
ferences between the measure that passed 
the House and the one that was passed 
in the Senate this week.

Maritime Commission officials — this 
week appeared confident that when the

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Air Corps Exercises

There would be no change, under the 
bill, in administration of the Naval Re- 
serve, a matter that has been a subject of 
controversy for several years. No pro- 
vision is made in the bill as submitted 
for an annual policy board to advise the 
Secretary as to Reserve affairs. Repre- 
sentative Maas, however, in introducing 
it, inserted a section providing for such 
a board. Mr. Maas also changed the bill 
so as to designate the active drilling units 
the “Organized Naval Reserve” rather 
than the “Special Naval Reserve” as pro- 
vided in Departmental draft. President 
Roosevelt has agreed to this latter change, 
Congressman Maas stated. 

The Navy Department declared in its 
letter of transmittal that the measure 
would permit the expansion of the Re- 
serve to an extent costing $3,312,552. 





Naval Expansion Bill 


The naval expansion bill was sped 
toward final enactment this week as con- 
ferees of the Senate and House reached 
an agreement on disputed sections and 
both Houses approved the findings. The 
measure thus goes to the President. 

Decision as to construction of battle- 
ships above 35,000 tons would be left to 
the discretion of the President under the 
compromise and the latter could author- 
ize the larger craft if he determines “that 
the interests of national defense so re- 
quire.” Under the proposal of the Senate, 
battleships larger than 35,000 tons could 
only be built if it was found that other 
nations were constructing ships in excess 
of the other treaty limits, which might be 
a difficult matter to determine in view of 
the refusal of Japan to give information 
as to her building program. 

There was also a compromise on the 
experimental section of the bill. The 
House had provided $30,000,000 for re- 
search and development including $5,- 
000,000 for “mosquito” craft and, $3,000,- 
000 for a dirigible. The Senate allowed 
but $15,000,000, all for the development 
of the small patrol vessels, as desired by 
the Navy Department. The compromise 
allows $15,000,000 for the experimentation 
in small vessels and $3,000,000 for the 
dirigible. Twenty thousand ton aircraft 
carriers as proposed by the Senate instead 
of 15,000 ton craft fixed by the House 
were allowed in the conference report, and 
the Senate amendment as to auxiliary: 
ships was approved. The Senate proposal 
for application of the Walsh-Healy Act 
to the naval construction was approved 
with an amendment giving the President 
discretion in its application. 





Approve Dirigible Construction 

Congress this week authorized the con- 
struction of a three and a half million 
cubic foot experimental dirigible for the 
Navy as part of the Naval Expansion 
Program. Sentiment in the Navy has 
shown a decided swing toward lighter- 
than-air rigid ships in recent months, 
with the development of naval strategy 
to include dirigibles as plane carriers, 
instead of as scouting forces as hitherto 
employed. 

The House made provision for the con- 
struction of such a dirigible in the ex- 
pansion bill but the Senate struck it out. 
This week, in the conference report on the 
measure the $3,000,000 authorization for 
such construction was provided, The 
Senate has not yet approved the con- 
ference but concurrence is assured. 

Secretary of the Navy Swanson and 
many ranking Naval officers have con- 
sistently opposed the further construction 
of lighter-than-air craft, although As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy Edison has 
been an enthusiastic proponent of Naval 
dirigible construction. Rear Admiral 
Arthur B. Cook, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, has indicated his approval 
of further experimentation on several 
occasions, and the Durand Report, made 
by a committee of civilian experts fol- 
lowing the loss of the Akron and the Ma- 
con, recommended further work with 
lighter-than-air. 

As the Naval Expansion Bill merely 
authorizes the construction of an experi- 
mental dirigible, some difficulty may arise 
in securing appropriations for it, in view 
of the official naval attitude. 





Approve Navy Public Works Bill 


After two days of hearings, the House 
Naval Committee this week reported the 
$28,751,000 Navy public works bill, pro- 
viding for establishment of a five million 
naval air base at Kodiak, Alaska, con- 
struction of an $8,485,000 graving dock 
for Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, and auxiliary 
air bases in the mid-Pacific. 

But brief testimony was given as to the 
$720,000 project for “auxiliary seaplane 
facilities, Fourteenth Naval District,” 
other than that it was for an advanced 
seaplane operating base. It is understood 
that the base will be located at Midway 
Island, but there was no confirmation of 
this during the hearings. Nor was there 
any testimony as to need for the Alaskan 
air base or for a new auxiliary seaplane 
base at Kaneche Bay, Oahu, Hawaii. 

Members of the House Naval Commit- 
tee plan to ask the House Rules Commit- 
tee next week for a special rule for con- 
sideration of the measure in order that it 
may be passed and funds procured under 
a deficiency appropriation bill before 
Congress adjourns. 

Admiral Leahy, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, in urging passage of the bill, be- 
fore the House committee this week, 
stated: 

Policy on Housing Given 

The Navy has never sought the adoption 
of a housing program for naval personnel 
comparable to that followed by Congress for 
the Army. It appears that the policy in that 
respect is to provide housing for all military 
personnel at all Army posts; namely, pub- 
licly owned quarters for all officers, married 
and single, and for married non-commis- 
sioned officers, and adequate barracks build- 
ings for all other enlisted men, Fundamental- 
ly there is no reason for a different treat- 
ment of the problem in respect to the per- 
sonnel of the Navy stationed on shore, The 
two services are maintained for a common 
purpose and a single law prescribes, with- 
out distinction, their pay and emoluments. 

While the Department would like to see a 
somewhat similar development at many of 
our principal stations, it continues to re- 
strict its requests for a normal housing pro- 
gram to those isolated naval stations where 
nearby privately owned quarters are not in 
existence, or are not available or are unsuited, 
When Government quarters, adequate to the 
Navy's need, are not provided in such cases 
it is a serious matter. It either enforces a 
curtailment in operating plans or requires 
performance of duty by the personnel under 
conditions which deny to them an opportunity 
to be with their families, This situation, 
namely, an isolated station where there are 
not enough public quarters and private quar- 
ters are not available, obtains at Coco Solo, 
Pearl Harbor and Guam, This bill carries 
authorization for further construction de- 
signed to relieve this condition, These items 
are regarded as of special importance to the 
welfare and morale of the Service. 

In the case of naval stations located near 
populous areas where privately owned quar- 
ters can be rented, the Department's policy 
is to ask for a housing development in gen- 
eral limited to barracks for unmarried en- 
listed men, quarters for bachelor aviators 
and aviation cadets, and for quarters for mar- 
ried officers occupying key positions, who are 
required to live on the station, The most 
urgently needed developments of this charac- 
ter are barracks and mess halls for enlisted 
men of the Navy and Marine Corps, at Nor- 
folk, Quantico, San Diego and Parris Island, 
and barracks for hospital corpsmen and quar- 
ters for nurses at the Naval Hospital, Mare 
Island. 

While our ships have increased in number, 
with a more highly mechanized and intricate 
technical equipment, and the horsepower of 
the Navy afloat has more than doubled since 
1930, the dry dock areas available have in- 
creased 2%; the shop spaces at industrial 
yards, 13%; the supply storage spaces, 
8% ; and the lineal feet of ship berthing, 4%. 
During the same period the number of air- 
planes has increased by practically 100%, 
while the hangar, space has increased only 
54%, and the increase in all aviation facilities 
ashore has been only 50%. 

The personnel of the Navy and Marine 
Corps will have been increased 25% since 
1927 when the pending appropriation bill is 
enacted. In the same period permanent hos- 
pital facilities have increased 16% and train- 
ing facilities, 7%. New barracks buildings 
and housing for personnel on duty at isolated 
stations, especially overseas, has failed sig- 
nally to meet reasonable requirements,

USS New York Wins Sailing 
Trophy 

Rear Adm. A. W. Johnson, USN, Com- 
mander Training Detachment, recently 
presented the Training Detachment Sail- 
ing Trophy to the USS New York as a re- 
ward for her victory in the racing at 
Culebra. 

Ideal sailing conditions are found in the 
Culebra area, reasonably smooth water 
with a steady wind rising at times to 
force four. Few indeed are the yachts- 
men who are privileged to sail on bluer 
or clearer waters. 

This winter's regatta consisted of six 
races, sailed on Wednesday and Satur- 
day afternoons under a procedure greatly 
simplified from that hitherto obtaining in 
the Fleet. Six boats participated, the two 
new type 30-foot sailing whaleboats from 
the New York, one new type and one con- 
verted old type boat from the Arkansas 
and from the Wyoming. 

The presence of the Arkansas’ and Wyo- 
ming’s converted boats, (the former type 
whaler carrying the same rig, cen- 
terboard, and rudder as the new type), 
made the scoring difficult. During the 
first races the converted boats were al- 
lowed to carry their spinnackers. Even 
the addition of this light sail failed to 
place them up in the lead. In the next two 
races they were assigned a time allowance 
of six minutes over a four mile course. 
Again they failed to place. In the final 
race, an allowance of twenty minutes 
brought the Wyoming's converted boat 
into first place on corrected time. 

The New York's victory was not 
affected, however, by the type of boats 
that were matched against hers. Her 
starbourd boat finished first in five races, 
though once disqualified. Her port boat 
took five seconds and one first, nosing out 
her starboard boat by a single boat's 
length in the closest and most exciting 
race of the season. In the second race 
the leading boat carried away her main 
halliard some two hundred yards from 
the finish. Only smart work in sending 
the mainsail up again on the spinnacker 
halliard saved her margin of twenty 
yards. The final race was won by Col. 
James Roosevelt, USMCR, handling the 
tiller of the New York’s starboard boat 
With a true yachtsman’'s touch.

Disability Retirements 
The Acting Comptroller General, in a 





decision made public this week, holds that 
despite Presidential approval of a future 
retirement date for officers judged physi- 
cally disabled such retirement becomes 
effective at the end of the month during 
which the President approves the find- 
ings of the retirement board. 

The abstract of the decision reads: 

The effective date of retirement of officers 
of the Navy and Marine Corps retired for dis- 
ability under section 1453, Revised Statutes, 
but for the uniform retirement date provi- 
sions of the act of April 23, 1930, 46 Stat, 253, 
is the date of approval by the President of the 
finding of the retiring board, notwithstanding 
the fixing of a later date by approval of the 
Navy Department's recommendation of a later 





by the Uniform Retirement Act, be paid sub- 
sequent to the date of the Presidential ap- 
proval. 16 Comp. Gen. 187, amplified. 

In the course of the text of his de- 
cision, it was stated: 

Your letter suggests, that where the Navy 
Department in submitting to the President 
for consideration and action the records and 
papers in such cases recommends an effective 
date for the officer's retirement, and the Presi- 
dent approves such recommendation, that date 
and not the date of the President's approval 
of the findings of the retiring board, is the 
date on which retirement would have oc- 
curred but for the act of April 23, 1930, (mak- 
ing retirements effective at the end of the 
month), and that the officer is entitled to 
count for longevity purposes all service up 
to the date so recommended. 

As stated in your letter, in none of the 
cases cited in decision of August 27, 1936, 16 
Comp. Gen, 187, had the President fixed a 
definite date for the officer’s retirement to 
take effect. However, the cited cases holding 
that retirements under section 1251 or section 
1453, Revised Statutes, took effect on the date 
of the President’s approval of the findings of 
the retiring board were not based upon the 
fact that no effective date was named by the 
President, but upon the statutory require- 
ment that if the decision of the retiring board 
is approved by the President the officer shall 
be retired from active service, 

Under provisions of law the retirement of 
the officer is a matter for determination by 
the retiring board and the President. Those 
provisions do not authorize the Navy Depart 
ment to make recommendations as to the 
effective date of retirement. Such attempts to 
set dates for retirements pursuant to section 
1453, Revised Statutes, beyond the dates of 
the President's approval of the findings of the 
retiring board were in conflict with the long- 
established construction of the law.

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Army Chaplains’ Convention 

The (hirteenth Annual Convention of 
the Chaplains Association of the Army of 
the United States will be held on Tues- 
day, Wednesday and Thursday, May 17, 
18and 19, in Washington, D.C. 

Chaplain Howard FEF. Snyder, chairman 
of the local committee, has been working 
for the past sixty days to secure the ac- 
tive cooperation of high military officials, 
outstanding citizens, the presidents of the 
(Universities situated in and around the 
pistrict of Columbia and the religious 
leaders of Washington. 

In order that the Chaplains attending 
the convention may have their evenings 
free for sight-seeing tours of the historic 
sites in the Nation's capital, the conven 
tion leaders have planned to close the 
morning sessions at 1 P.M. A selection 
of trips at nominal prices will be available 
to members. Plans are being completed 
for placing a wreath on the Tomb of the 
Cnknown Soldier and a visit to the Chap 
lains section in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. Chaplain Snyder is endeavoring to 
wcure for the Chaplains a visit to the 
White House and a personal greeting from 
the President. At the noon session of 
the first day, Tuesday, May 17, General 
Malin Craig, Chief of Staff of the Army, 
will welcome the Chaplains. At a similar 
time on Wednesday, the Most Reverand 
Michael J. Curley, Archbishop of Balti- 
more, will greet the assembled delegates. 
Tuesday evening there will be a social 
gathering for the members of the Con 
vention. It is hoped that at this function, 
the Rev. Paul Moody, president of Mid 
dlebury College, who is the last represen 
tative of the Chief of Chaplain’s staff in 
France, and John J. Allen, chief of Salva 
tion Army Activities in New York City, 
who is the only one left of those who 
originally gathered to hold services at 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier on 
Armistice Day, will be present.
